Not Put In Order 


The Texas state democratic con­ 
vention in Dallas Tuesday ran abso­ 
lutely true to form. 
It did exactly 
the things it had been expected, and 
selected, to db. 
True, it was rather 
slow doing them. 
Most of the day 
and the early part of the night were 
taken 
up 
with 
“ marking 
time,” 
awaiting 
committee 
reports 
and 
counting the complicated ballotin 
for the election of six delegates at 
large out of twenty-eight candidates. 
It was about l l o’clock 
Tuesday 
night that the convention really be­ 
gan to take action, after these long 
hours of perfunctory sessions— bu! 
it went with a snap when it did be­ 
gin, and adjourned finally at an ear­ 
ly hour Wednesday morning. 
The conventions, by resolutions, 
unanimously adopted, praised Wood­ 
row Wilson and his administration 
and the Hobby administration. 
By 
almost a unanimous vote, a few scat­ 
tering noes being heard— it sent an 
“uninstructed” 
delegation 
to 
San 
Francisco, but accompanied that res­ 
olution with one commending Mr. 
McAdoo most highly to the national 
convention. 
After lively discussion, 
which commenced after l l o’clock, 
it adopted a resolution, offered by 
Senator Lynch Davidson of Houston, 
candidate for lieutenant governor, 
recommending to the Texas legisla­ 
ture the enactment of a statute per­ 
mitting women to vote in the coming 
primaries, whether they have paid 
their poll taxes or not, in the event 
the thirty-sixth state ratifies the na­ 
tional woman’s suffrage amendment, 
or the enactment of a statute re-op­ 
ening the tax rolls prior to the pri­ 
mary election, so the women may pay 
poll taxes. 
Also by unanimous vote the con­ 
vention declared for an unimpaired 
league of nations and condemned the 
failure of congress to ratify it. With 
the same unanimity it instructed the 
Texas delegation to vote against any 
candidate or platform plank for beer 
and light wine and to stand for a 
complete enforcement of the nation­ 
al prohibition amendment. 
The convention adopted another 
resolution favoring a state tribunal 
which hereafter shall investigate and 
report to each succeeding legislature 
contributions and disbursement in all 
state campaigns. 
Other resolutions adopted were 
condemning hoarding and specula­ 
tion in foodstuffs, approving the right 
of collective bargaining, demanding 
frugal expenditure of government 
m o n e y , condemning the republican 
congress for lack of economy and for 
not revising the tax laws, commend­ 
ing the Texas legislature for ratify­ 
ing woman’s suffrage, asking the 
Louisiana legislature to ratify wom­ 
an’s suffrage (the Bailey meeting in 
Dallas recently wired the Lousiana 
legislature a request not to ratify 
the amendment); 
in favor of aid 
for crippled soldiers and for assist­ 
ance in opportunity to secure homes 
to able-bodied former soldiers, favor­ 
ing adequate appropriations for wa­ 
terways and harbors, urging increas­ 
ed appropriators to aid counties and 
districts in building permanent high­ 
ways, telegraphing the United States 
attorney general asking him to inves­ 
tigate the Red river boundary situa­ 
tion under federal receivership and 
protect Texas interests. 
This last 
was adopted after a question of its 
propriety had been raised by Rail­ 
road Commissioner Clarence Gilmore 
and after J. A. Kemp of Wichita 
Falls replied that no impropriety was 
involved and Texas interests would 
probably be greatly benefitted.

He gradually grew weak­ 
er, and a few days ago he was taken 
to a Fort Worth sanitarium, but his 
condition did not improve and he ex­ 
pressed a desire to come back to De­ 
catur. 
Last week Mr. Sherwood’s 
sister arrived here from Cincinnati, 
and it was decided to take the strick­ 
en man back to hip old home, and it 
was while on the way that his death 
occurred.

Lady Delegates Stage Fuss 
Women of Texas wrote their first 
chapter in the political history of the 
state at the democratic convention 
in Dallas Tuesday. 
Upon the recom­ 
mendation of the executive commit­ 
tee the women delegates held a cau- 


loted them as delegates to the na­ 
tional convention. 
This caucus was 
attended by about 400 women and 
lasted one and one-half hours. 
Dele­ 
gates from almost every Texas coun­ 
ty were there and either aided or 
abetted the “paliamentary faux pas” 
that the women staged. 
Reaches Near-Riot Stage 
Dissension ran high and disorder 
prevailed almost to the riot stage. 
Cool heads kept quiet and sat in the 
back-ground. 
All the women who 
represent 
Texas 
political 
women 
thinkers were not in the melee, but 
those who were stood their ground 
to the bitter end and were adjourn­ 
ed only when one of the candidates 
for delegate at large withdrew in fa­ 
vor of the other. 
Mrs. Nannie Boren Mahoney of 
Dallas presided. As president of the 
Dallas League of women voters she 
called the caucus to order and pro­ 
ceeded with the business. 
When the 
women realized that a hopeless snag 
had been struck Mrs. H. B. Moore 
of Texas City, took the chair and 
said. 
“Women of Texas, this is a serious 
thing in the political life of women, 
It is a shame to conduct this meeting 
in this manner. 
I propose to you 
that we elect, according to parliamen­ 
tary law, a chairman, and a secre­ 
tary.” 
“Wait a minute,” countered the 
presiding chairman, 
“you'll do no 
such thing, I’m 
going to be the 
chairman 
of this meeting.” 
And 
amid a riot of confusion she was 
elected chairman. 
There were cries 
from all over the house of “sit 
down,” “get out,” 
“shame on us, 
shame on us.” 
Confusion continued and Mrs. Kirk 
Hall of Dallas, urged the women, 
“Let us not do anything to put a 
black page in Texas political history. 
Let us he a little careful, let us be 
a little kinder. 
It doesn’t matter so 
much what women we send, but it 
does matter the spirit in which we 
send them.” 
Mrs. J. N. Crane of McGregor, fol­ 
lowed the action of Mrs. Moore of 
Texas City and Mrs. Hall of Dallas 
and held the chair until order was 
restored for a second time. 
Cries of “ Please ask ’em to move 
back.” 
For heaven’s sake, shut up,” 
and “ What is this, anyway?” filled 
the convention hall. 
Miss Decca Lamar West of Wa­ 
co, Mrs. Ed Neelan of Dallas, Mrs. 
W. E. Spell of Waco, Mrs. Minnie 
Fisher Cunningham of Galveston and 
other prominent women suffragists 
of the state took active part in the 
proceedings. 
Numerous 
motions 
made by these women were lost and 
“never found again.”

When some of the delegates asked 
for more than four delegates at large 
suggesting that they be nominated 
and presented to the state convention 
with the request that more than four

made a record of “ supreme industry, 
iaithfulness and loyalty.”

on, but his zeal did not diminish. 
Postal officials pointed to him with

and was “ever ready to sacrafice his 
personal interests 
for the 
public 
good.” 
Seventy years without 
a 
break he served his big employer, 
the American people, a shinning ex­ 
ample tor all who would hear that 
crowning tribute-—“ well done, good 
and afithful serv an t!” 
Last winter, 
at his post of duty, he was stricken 
with a chill. 
Pneum onia followed. 
Even then he begged that he might 
dress and return to his duties. 
And 
his big 
employer— the 
American 
people— what generous provision and 
tender care did it give to this oldest 
employee who had always “sacrafic- 
ed his personal interest for the pub­ 
lic?” 
The man had not yet taken 
his post of duty was charged against 
his vacation. 
In fifteen days all his 
“ vacation” was gone and his salary 
stopt. 
For three days, as he lay on 
his death-bed, his pay was deducted. 
Then death came, and he went to re­ 
ceive the “ well done” fromOne whose 
words are backed with eternal re­ 
ward.

and who are now or who may here- '|i||| 
after be suffering from any mental 
bf physical disability or disabilities* — 
of a perm anent character, net the re­ 
sult of their own 
vicious habit*, 
which so incapacitates them from the 
performance of manual labor as to 
render them unable to earn a sup­ 
port, shall, upon m aking due proof 
of the fact, recording to such rules 
and regulations aa the secretary of 
the interior may provide, be placed 
upon the list of invalid pensioners 
of the United States, and be emi- 
tieu to receive a pension not exceed­ 
ing $30 per month and not less than 
$12 per month, proportioned to the 
degress of inability to earn a sup­ 
port;

Upon receipt of the first news that 
I Carranza had been killed in battle, 
we expressed the hope (hat this ver­ 
sion of his death would prove correct 
and that there would not be ground 
for the slightest suspicion that he 
had been deliberately assassinated. 
Before the editorial expressing that 
hope reached our readers, 
fu rth er 
news had been received which indi­ 
cated that he had been assassinated 
in a cowardly fashion. 
The dispat­ 
ches now inform us that he was kill­ 
ed “ by his own men.” 
According to 
a telegram sent to Obregon by m em­ 
bers of C arranza’s party, the former 
president was killed under the di­ 
rection of Col. Rodolfo H errera to 
the cry of “ Viva Obrefeon!” 
Gen­ 
eral Obregon disclaims responsibil­ 
ity for his death and chides the m em ­ 
bers of the Carranza party for not 
protecting him. 
This is a very bad 
state of affairs and cannot fail to in­ 
ju re the Obregon movement. 
General Obregon seems to recog­ 
nize this and has been over-indus­ 
trious in making public the telegrams 
passing between himself and the s u r ­ 
vivors of the Carranza party. 
He 
points out.That he had offered C ar­ 
ranza s a f e ‘conduct out of the coun­ 
try, but that it was refused. 
He 
blames those whoso duty it was to 
protect the form er president. 
It seems to us that Obregon must 
do more than this if he expects the 
confidence 
of the nations 
of the 
world, particularly the confidence of 
the United States. 
By his own de- 
i claration it is adm itted that C arran­ 
za was assassinated. 
The fact that 
I the assassins dispatched their man 
! while cheering the name of Obregon, 
; wishing 
him 
long 
life, 
does 
not 
change the character of the deed. It 
has been such events as this that 
1 have been the curse of Mexico. 
If 
Obregon is really to usher in a new 
era in Mexico he 
must 
begin by 
bringing 
the perpetrators 
of this 
crime to justice. 
To disclaim re­ 
sponsibility is not enough. 
He must 
take upon himself the responsibility 
of punishing the assassins. 
A de­ 
claration to the effect that he will 
use every means 
in his power to 
accomplish this should be forthcom ­ 
ing immediately. 
The latest political assassination in 
Mexico is surrounded by the same 
characteristics which have 
m arked j 
similar incidents 
in the past 
and j 
which have done more than anything ! 
else to make the world despair of the 
Mexican people themselves ever re­ 
storing ordered government. 
There 
is the same uncertainty as to the de­ 
tails and the same earm arks of this 
treachery. 
It was the treachery of 
H uerta which brought 
about 
the 
downfall of Madero and the assassi­ 
nation of the latter took place while 
he was a prisoner in the custody or 
a “governm ent” over which H uerta 
presided. 
We had hoped that such 
things would not mar the latest effort 
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to restore order in Mexico. 
But it 
seems it was a vain hope. 
It causes 
one to wonder anew whether Obre­ 
gon and Gonzales can really compose 
their conflicting ambitions. 
It is sig­ 
nificant th at the original message 
from the m em bers of the Carranza 
party giving news of and protesting 
against the assassination, was sent to 
Gonzales and, a copy sent to Obregon. 
The cry “ Viva O bregon!” absolves 
Gonzales from any responsibility in 
the matter, and it would be charac­ 
teristic of Mexican politics if the as­ 
sassination would become ground or 
the pretext for a new division be­ 
tween Gonzales and Obregon.

two men themselves evidently are 
made of better stuff.

BABB TELLS STORY OF INDIANS’ RAID IN 
WISE COUNTY WHEN HE WAS CAPTURED 


“ Dot” Babb, farmer, of Amarillo, 
seemed lost in ihe big hoted room. 
He didn’t seem to belong. 
Such a 
little, weazened old man, half hidden 
behind a pair of huge spectacles, add­ 
ing to the grotesqueness of him, he 
didn’t seem to belong until he began 
to unfold his life and lay it out there 
before him— until you knew that his 
old body was the precious replica of 
a past overfull of sorrow. 
The hands of the veteran quaked, 
his once powerful 
body 
trembled, 
tears filled his keen, 
nervous 
eyes 
and trickled down his grooved and 
time-battered face as he 
told 
his 
story. 
By virtue of the torture, the 
repression and the toil of his life, 
“ D ot” Babb belongs 
am ong 
those 
men have lived so 
much 
and 
so 
strenuously that they are unafraid 
of anything that life can send against 
them. 
He is a precious relic of pio­ 
neer days, seared with the blast of 
frontier life. 
His old face lighted 
with a fire akin to th a t em anating 
from the battle-scarred hero of many 
wars. 
“Dot” Babb is, indeed, a hero, 
of many wars, wars th a t were fought 
by few men, out in the open spaces, 
unprotected and alone, holding on 
w i t h a te n ac ity t h a t held death itself 
a t bay. 
His life began at iceedsburg, Wis., 
in 1852. 
W hen he was only two 
years old his family came to Texas 
in horse-drawn wagons. It took them 
twelve 
months 
to 
m ake the trip. 
“ D ot’s” earliest recollections are if 
his life in Wise county, on Dry creek, 
just west of Decatur, when there few 
w hite people in that section of Texas. 
“ The Indians were friendly then,” 
Babb said, “and rem ained so until 
fugitive outlaws and renegades came 
pouring in from other states and stole 
their ponies and killed tne Indians 
when they attem pted 
to 
get them 
back. 
This was the beginning of the 
Indian 
depredations. 
During 
the 
civil war the state kept rangers on 
the Texas line from the Indian te rn 
tory to the gulf of Mexico. 
But at 
the close of the war, when the South­ 
ern soldiery was disarm ed and the 
state government was turned to an 
alien 
militia 
concentrated 
at 
the 
state capital 
and other 
centers of 
population, the border sein ers had 
little protection 
from the 
Indians, 
who by this time had become sav­ 
age.” 
One autum n afternoon as the sun 
stream ed over the w estern plains 
i 
unshadowed freedom it fell upon two 
children playing in the sand in the 
back yard of a frontier home. 
L it­ 
tle “ Dot” Babb and las younger sis­ 
ter, playing within a stone’s throw 
of their home, heard the “clut-clut” 
of the m ustang ponies. 
lu e y ran o 
the road to see w hat was coming. 
“ Indians,” shouted little “ Dot” as he 
grabbed his sister and rushed toward 
the house. 
The children ran to t .cir 
m other 
screaming: 
“The Indians 
are coming. 
We m ust hide. 
We 
m ust hide.” 
“ Dot” picked up a rifle, the only 
protection in the house. 
Mrs. Luster, 
an adopted member of the family hid 
herself in the attic. 
Captured by iu d kins 
“ Ah, I rem em ber t at day as if 
it were yesterday.” t 1 
’ ardy pioneer 
said. “ How my m other tried to shake 
hands with those savage beasts and 
how they beat her bac,,.. 
With my 
baby sister held close to aer breast 
she pleaded for life. 
I fought like 
m ade and tried to batter up the In­ 
dians. 
But as soon as I picked up 
a gun the Indians would snatch >t 
away 
from me. 
I was 
trying to 
shield my m other from the blows and 
she was trying to shield me. 
All of 
a sudden I felt blood trickling down 
my arm. 
It was m other’s blood. The 
Indians had stabbed her with a but­ 
cher knife— four times. 
They were 
taking my sister and my m other was 
frantically fighting for her. 
“ I took my mother and laid her on 
the bed. 
One of the Indians, coming 
over to where we were and finding 
my m other was not dead, shot an a r ­ 
row that went straight into her hip. 
W hen I leaned over to pull out the 
arrow the same Indian turned his 
bow upon me. 
My m other realized 
the danger and lifted herself half 
way up to say to me: 
“ Go with him 
and be a good boy.” 
“ Thos£ were the last words I ever 
heard my mother say. 
m e Indians 
then dragged me off the bed and 
when they got me to the door 
wo 
others began beating me with quirts. 
I looked back for a last time ai my 
m other— dying in a pool of her own 
blood, clasping my baby sister to her 
breast. 
“ Outside I found my other sister 
already on a horse and Mrs. Luster 
mounted on another, with an Indian 
in front of her. 
I was doomed to 
the same plight. 
We rode like this 
for miles and miles w ithout anything 
to eat. 
On the way we came upon 
som e of my father’s horses. 
Poor 
father had gone to drive some cat 
tie to Kansas and was powerless to 
help us! 
I had to sit on the horse 
th ere and watch the Indians select 
my fa th e r’s best horses and drive 
them away. 
The Hide Into Captivity 
“ By 9 o’clock the next morning we 
were out of the cross-timbers and on 
the plains. 
The first bite we had was 
after we passed where Chico now 
stands and crossed the little Wien it a 
river to Holiday creek. 
Here wJ 
f o u n d the remains of a steer that 
hart been killed by lobo wolves.” 
Crossing the big W ichita river be­ 
tween the mouth of Beaver creek, the 
Indians and their White captives rest­ 
ed four days and nights. 
They next 
crossed Red rive^ at the mouth of 
Stinking creek, in which is now Greer 
county. Oklahoma. 
They 
went by 
headquarters mountain and stopped 
at the W ashita river the following 
m eht. 
At tne end of the next night 
the indians pitched 
camp on 
th*' 
Canadian river. 
“That was the night Mrs. Luster 
and I defied every Indian in the band 
and made our desperate fight for 
freedom. 
At nightfall the Indians 
threw their buffalo robes between 
the tepees and ls*v down in grottos 
close together to \ sleep. 
One bed 
served for Mrs. Lester, my little sis­ 
ter and myself. 
J 
“ W e planned ii all early in the 
afternoon,” the pioneer continued, 


growing more 
and 
more excited. 
“Among the horses the Indians had 
stolen on the way there were two 
th at belonged to tne Owens family. 
We knew these horses well. 
We 
knew that if we tied one up to a tree 
the old m are would stay right close 
by. 
W hen we lay down to sleep ev­ 
erything was ready.” 
It was one o’clock in the morning. 
The moon was about two hours hig 
in the east. 
The Indians were sleep­ 
ing. 
The horses were grazing near 
by. 
Stealthily a tiny figure tiptoed 
its way among the sleeping Indians, 
their cruel faces turned toward the 
sky, played upon by the moon sha- 
the boy bridled the horse and led him 
dows through the trees. 
Noiselessly 
to a log where Mrs. L uster could 
mount. 
Mrs. L uster Escapes 
Then there was a stir, a movement 
of the grass that broke the dead 
stillness of the early morning. 
The 
child knew the Indians were naif 
awake! 
“ Ride,” he whispered hoarsely as 
he struck the horse Mrs. Luster had 
mounted. 
“ They are coming, I can't 
get away. You go.” 
And Mrs. Lus­ 
te r’s mount made off with fleetness 
and stealth of a deer. 
The lad threw 
down the bridle th at he was about 
to put on the m are he intended rid­ 
ing and crept quietly back to his 
own bed. 
The Indians were only 
half aroused, so the courageous lit­ 
tle captive led his disappointed sis­ 
ter back. 
Both were lying quietly 
with eyes open and pounding hearts 
when, an hour 
later, the 
Indians 
found that Mrs. L uster had escaped. 
“W e covered up our heads and 
hugged each other tightly. 
My sis­ 
ter cried a little and I remember I 
kept saying, ‘Hush, hush.’ 
We then 
heard about ten Indians gallop away 
and we knew they were pursuing 
Mrs. Luster. 
I prayed and prayed 
and my little sister prayed and cried. 
It just seemed tnat I could see Mrs. 
L uster keeping far in front of the 
Comanches. 
The rest of the Indians 
lay down to sleep until daylight. 
Bur 
sister and I didn’t sleep. 
We didn’t 
talk, either. 
W e just held tightly to 
each other. 
“When daylight came I rem em ber 
the savage old Indian that stopped 
over me to wake my sister and me 
We pretended to be fast asleep. 
I 
remem ber that old visage, you bet I 
do. 
.Without whiskers, eyelashes or 
eyebrows. 
The Indian men pull out 
their whiskers and eyebrows and eye­ 
lashes with tweezers. 
He shook us 
roughly and we ju nped up in a h u r­ 
ry. 
Ordinarily my first m orning du­ 
ties were to help the squaw with 
menial labor around the camp. 
I 
didn’t know that Indian women wert 
supposed to do all the work, so I 
helped them because they told nae to 
do it. 
It w asn’t long until I learned 
that I didn’t have to help them 
that the braves thought more of nit? 
if I didn’t. 
And it didn’t tik e me 
long to quit it. either. 
But I knew 
on 
this 
particular 
m orning 
that 
something else was in store 
" me. 
I k 
w that I wasn’t going buffalo 
hunting, th at I w a-n’t going to c h a s e 
deer or antelope that day. 
But I 
didn’t know what was going tb be 
done to me. 
“ Dot’s” Courage Tested 
“ Suddenly the Indians all began 
to whoop in their most ba-barous 
way. 
The same savage beast who 
had stooped over us to wake us up, 
led me away from the camp pud 
th ru st my sister away 
from 
rn • 
W hen she tried to come to me hi 
knocked her back. 
I finally told he 
to stand still and I had to follow th* 
Indian. 
The big Indian shouted t* 
her to come along and she was atrail 
not to obey. 
He stood me up again 
a cottonwood tree and shouted to < 
band of Indians. They came over an 
stood about twenty yards from me 
with bows and arrows raised. 
Fu 
the first time I realized what was- 
about to happen. 
They made hid­ 
eous signs and by them I understood 
that I was to be shot and scalped and 
a war ddnce would be held around 
my. scalp. 
I didn’t move except to 
motion my little sister to come to me. 
She screamed and fell with her face 
to the ground. 
I could endure it no 
longer, so I shouted to the Indians, 
‘shoot! ’ 
“Then a funny thing happened. 
They relaxed their bows and some of 
them thrust themselves between me 
and my erstwhile executioners. 
My 
little sister raised her eyes and when 
she saw me standing there she ran 
to me, laughing and crying all at 
once. 
I started to take her in my 
arm s when an Indian threw her back 
and flung a rawhide robe around me. 
Before I knew what had happened I 
was tied fast to the big cottonwood 
tree. 
The Indians, now dogged and 
quiet, 
were 
gathering 
sticks 
and 
brush and leaves and piling it around 
my feet. 
The only sound was the 
crunch, crunch of the grass and the 
sound of my own breathing. 
My lit­ 
tle sister was staring at me with 
wide, dry eyes. 
I couldn’t bear to 
look at her, so I deliberately turned 
my head. 
There, 
coming 
directly 
toward me, was a vicious Indian car­ 
rying a flint rock and steel. 
My baby 
sister saw him first and her wailing 
was the first sound to break 
th*' 
stillness of the savage wilds. 
I be­ 
came more and more impatient and 
motioned to them to hurry up and 
light the fire. 
Then it was that they 
came forward, shouting, ‘Heap wane 
you,’ and untied me.” 
Fearlessness Saves Him 
It was a custom tc the Indians to 
recognize the qualities of a w arrior 
even in a white man. 
Young Babb’s 
seeming lack of fear and utter de­ 
fiance 
of 
the 
most 
painful death 
brought about the saving of his life 
and caused him to be adopted as a 
militant tribesman. 
The morning after Mrs. L uster’? 
flight and the ordeal of young Babb 
the Indians b n ke camp and divided 
themselves into groups, each going 
a different direction. 
Babb's baby 
sister was put with one band and the 
youth was taken with another that 
made the tram p to Indian headquar­ 
ters on the Arkansas river. 
“The return tjtf the braves from a 
long raid was made the occasion of 
much dem onstration chiefly because 
of the white boy captive. 
They came 


to me and crowded around me, shout­ 
ing, ‘Tibow trousop tibow,’ which I 
later learned m eant w nite m an.” 
A rrange “Dot’s” Release 
The Comanches at this time were 
governed by four chiefs. 
It was Es- 
serhaby, chief of the Comanches, who 
made 
the 
treaty 
with 
Governor 
Throckm orton in 18b4 and soon be­ 
came interested in the release of the 
white captive who was held by Chief 
Horseback. 
“The day Esserhaby came into our 
village I was afraid. 
I thought I was 
to be killed. 
But I later learned that 
he had been to Fort Arbuckle, where 
he had talked to my father. 
W ith 
his two squaws he stayed in our camp 
for five weeks trying 
to persuade 
Chief Horseback to let me go back to 
civilization with 
my father. 
F re­ 
quent councils were held, at wmch 
my retu rn to my father was always 
discussed. 
Finally they left the mat- 
terup 
to me. 
Chief Horseback was 
sure I would choose to stay with the 
Indians, being habituated to the In­ 
dian life as I was, and with such 
seeming satisfaction. 
But he was 
wrong. 
I instantly told them that I 
wanted to go back to my father. 
“ By m aking a solemn pack with 
Chief Horseback that if I was not re­ 
turned to my father I would return 
to him I was allowed to go with 
Chief Esserhaby. 
He was compelled 
to pay heavy ransom in fine horses, 
saddles, blankets and other valuable 
articles. 
Regrets Leaving Indians 
“ Finally, with Esserhaby, his two 
squaws and a few warriors, I started 
toward my father. 
W hen we arriv­ 
ed three days later at the Canadian 
river, and on to the W ashita river, 
I recognized the trail I had followed 
years before with my sister as cap­ 
tives. 
We stopped at the spot where 
Anadarko now stands. The river was 
up and we had to swim. After cross­ 
ing the river we camped all one day 
to dry our clothes. 
I was impatient. 
I had no idea how far we had to go 
to my father. 
Had I chosen it was 
so close I don’t think I could have 
borne that one day. 
F or the very 
rfext day we saw a camp of white 
men. 
Esserhaby and his warriors 
made for the camp. 
I wanted to go 
with them, but I was m ade to stay 
back with the squaws. 
At last the 
chief signaled to us and we ran. 
Recognizes His F ath er 
“ I stopped directly in front of* a 
man who kept his back to me. 
He 
asked me six or seven questions. 
W hen he asked, ‘W hen did you see 
your father la st?’ I knew, and I an­ 
swered, I am looking at him now.’ ” 
Old Jock S. Babb turned slowly 
toward his son, took him in his arms 
deliberately and calmly and said: 
“This is my long lost darling boy.” 
“ I can't tell you how my father 
felt. 
The reunion with my father, 
while yielding"unbounded joy, had it*-; 
bitterness. 
We were immediately re ­ 
minded of my mother and the horri­ 
ble way in which she was butchered 
by the Indians in a vain effort to 
shield her children.” 
After the necessary preparations 
“Dot” Babb, with his father and the 
Indian interpreter, II. P. Jones, start 
ed on the return trip to F o rt Arbuck­ 
le. 
“We stopped at the home of a Mr. 
Chandler on the way,” the pioneer 
recalled. 
“ I rem em ber as we s ta r t­ 
ed 
toward 
the 
house 
I 
saw 
a 
lovely girl standing in the doorway 
At first I didn't see her clearly. Then 
she came toward me and I knew my 
captive sister. 
Already the strain I 
had been through was almost too 
much for me, so when I clasped my 
sister in my arm s I cried like a little 
child and she cried and we were so 
happy that we just kept on crying 
until in}- father came to us and began 
talking. 
Hack to Texas 
“ After that we got ready to go 
back to Texas. 
When I realized the' 
the curtain was about to drop and 
shut out all my hideous life of sav­ 
agery my feelings began to improve 
and I was happy when we bade Chie 
Esserhaby good-bye and father and I 
started the journey that would take 
us out of the dominions of th e -In ­ 
dian territory, away from its strug­ 
gles and savage hate.” 
“Dot” Babb remembers every set­ 
tler on the plains in the early day- 
He tells of his experience when he 
worked on the old Dan W aggoner 
ranch, of the days when he worked 
for Joe Loving. 
He remembers when 
there was not a wire fence between 
the Red river and the gulf o f Mex­ 
ico. 
“ Now, when you close that s t o r v 
about me please say tn at I said thi? 
(the quiet, old man sitting in the big 
hotel room, with memories of the 
years that he had lived spread out 
before him asked to be quoted): As 
I now enter the lengthening shadows 
of life and, looking back, reckon the 
march of the wheels of progress, I 
feel amply compensated for the p ri­ 
vations, sorrow and struggles I ex­ 
perienced in the modest part I have 
played in that thrilling dram a enact 
ed on the Texas frontier. In its trag­ 
edy, 
endurance, 
intensity, 
daring, 
pathos and variety that dram a is 
comparable with 
the 
imperishable 
roles of the world’s heroes in all the 
ages of an unmeasured past.” 
As “Dot” Babb enters the length­ 
ening shadows,” he is going into th** 
movies. 
Everything is set for the 
Amarillo character of frontier day? 
to reproduce on the screen a part of 
his earlyl ife.— Star-Telegram.

Bob and Dan Campbell were in the 
city Monday. 
If this short announce­ 
m ent had been made in the days of 
the shank of 1888, there could have 
been something of a sensation in De­ 
catur and Wise county oiiicial circles, 
and in all probability had it been re­ 
corded that the Campbells were w alk­ 
ing about streets of the good town. 
of Decatur thirty years ago, the pop­ 
ulation of Decatur would have taken 
notice and pedestrians would have 
immediately sought cover. 
In .th e 
latter part of 1888 and the begin­ 
ning of 1889, Dan and Bob Campbell 
were notorious in Wise 
county as 
desperate men, and killers. 
They 
were being hunted by officers of the 
law on charges from m urder on down 
the list. 
Today they are honored cit­ 
izens, industrious, and living aion;: 
the lines laid down by law and or­ 
der. 
W hile here Monday they met 
a num ber of our citizens and talked 
over “old times,” when these citi­ 
zens were armed and on the look-out 
for the Campbell boys. 
Bob recalled 
some of his thrilling experiences with 
the officers ar that time, naming Col. 
Bill Mann, who was sheriff of Wise 
county when Bob and Dan Campbell 
were terrorizing this section. . Today 
Col. Mann and the Campbells ar- 
good, warm friends, and whenever 
Boh and Dan are in hailing distance 
of the home of the old officer, nea: 
Paradise, they call. 
The Campbell's 
career as “ bad m en” in Wise county 
reads like dime novel fiction, and 
had the story been w ritten or stag­ 
ed, these men today would no doubt, 
be drawing down fat royalties, and 
living in ease and plenty, instead of 
doing hard, m anual work of day la­ 
borers. 
In the late sum m er and fall of 
1888, the Campbell boys, Bob and 
Dan, were living with their parents 
in the Paradie-Boonsville com m un­ 
ity. 
Reports were given 
out that 
were depredating on the crops in that 
section, and in other ways making 
conditions bad down there. 
One day 
a posse of citizens of that com m un­ 
ity decided to wait on the Campbells 
and bring them to law. 
Fifteen or 
sixteen men from the countryside 
arm ed 
with pistols, squirrel 
rifles 
and shotguns, surrounded the Camp­ 
bell home and dem anded the surren­ 
der of the boys. 
A pitched battle 
resulted 
and 
a Doctor Cosden, a 
m em ber of the posse, was killed. Af­ 
ter the fight the father of the Camp­ 
bell boys came out of the house and 
endeavored to make peace with m em ­ 
bers of the posse, and while parley­ 
ing with the late Capt. Simmons, 
who, at that time, was a citizen of 
the Garvin community, Mr. Campbell 
was taken “ prisoner” by Capt. Sim­ 
mons and tied to a tree in the woods. 
T hat night a woman, a neighbor of 
the Campbells, went to the house and 
requested that the posse be allowed 
to enter the cotton field near the 
house and remove Dr. Cosden, the 
victim of Bob Campbell’s unerring 
aim. 
This woman told the Camp 
bell boys that their father was be­ 
ing held by the posse and would be 
shot if the request to remove Cos- 
d en’s body was not granted. 
P er­ 
mission to remove Cosden's body was 
granted, and mem bers of the posse, 
with lanterns, entered 
the cotton 
field and carried the doctor’s body 
out. 
Following tms, the citizens 
again 
surrounded 
the house 
and 
waited until daylight -o capture the 
Campbells. 
W hen the house was en­ 
tered Bob and Dan were gone. 
The;, 
escaped and made their way to the 
home 
of 
a 
farm er, 
Shadle, 
n 
W eatherford, where they remained 
for several days, while Wise county 
was being combed by officers and cit­ 
izens. 
Some- time after their escape tne 
Campbells were captured while they 
were asleep on the prairie near W ich­ 
ita Falls. 
Thy were brought to De­ 
catur and lodged in jail. 
They were model prisoners, was 
the report coming from the jail, but 


one afternoon they decided to quit 
the prison. 
They broke jail in a 
spectacular manner, disarm ing the 
jailor and liberating a num ber of 
other prisoners. 
In passing through 
a room in the jail, Bob, the leader, 
found a pistol and with this weapon 
he made good his escape. 
When the 
news that “Bob and Dan Campbell 
had broke ja il” dozens of Decatur 
cit izens armed themselves and rushed 
to the jail. 
The escaping prisoners 
scattered after leaving the jail yard, 
and all 
were captured, 
save 
Bob 
Campbell, who fought off the officers, 
Deputy Sheriff Rucker and Sheriff 
Garrison of Montague county who 
happened to he in the city at tin* 
time of the jail delivery. 
Officer 
Rucker and the Montague 
county 
sheriff ran on to Bob Campbell on 
the little prairie immediately west 
of the Brock Roach home, and in one 
of the most sensational pistol duels 
ever recorded in Wise county, Camp­ 
bell came off winner. 
He shot Ruck­ 
er in the right “ little” 
finger 
as 
he 
was 
pulling 
the 
trigger 
of 
his pistol.

Garrison 
charging toward him and short na 
“ uncom fortably” close, took deliber­ 
ate aim and shot the Montague coun­ 
ty sheriff in the throat, inflicting a 
desperate wound. 
Campbell, now mounted on a good 
horse, bolted into the creek and was 
lost. 
On the public road west of De­ 
catur he met Mr. Tom .Shoemaker, 
farmer, coming to town. 
Shoemaker 
was riding 
a splendid 
horse, 
and 
Campbell forced his to “ swap.” 
After several months of liberty, 
the Campbells were again taken by 
the officers and brought to Decatur. 
They were convicted in tne courts 
and sentenced to long term s in state 
prison. 
They served only part of the 
sentence and were pardoned. 
Though a “gun man” and reck­ 
less in his conduct, old timers say 
Bob Campbell was one of the gamest 
and fairest fighters. 
Today Bob and 
Dan Campbell, having paid for their 
violations of the law in a day when 
might was tusseling with right for 
supremacy in the march of civiliza­ 
tion, are splendid men; 
meeting the 
demands of society and good citizen­ 
ship.

ready and fit to

I have 
recommended 
to 
Congress, as well 
as to the executive 
a d m i n ! Stratton, 
that independence 
be granted. 
As to the question of the stability of 
government, I wish to say to the Am­ 
erican people upon my responsibility 
as the governor-general that in my 
opinion there exists today in the Phil­ 
ippine Islands a stable government, 
which I think should answer tile re­ 
quirements laid down by Presidents 
Grant and McKinley, and as I under­ 
stand it, also by Mr. Root—namely, a 
government elected by the suffrage of 
the people, which is supported by the 
people, which is capable of maintain­ 
ing order and of fulfilling its Interna­ 
tional obligations. 
I am very glad to go on record as bek­ 
ing entirely in sympathy with the as­ 
pirations of the Filipino nation for in­ 
dependence. 
I have recommended to Congress 
that in granting independence some 
provision be made similar to what is 
known as the Platt amendment in the 
treaty with Cuba, which restricts the 
ability of the new republic in borrow­ 
ing of foreign governments and also 
permits the United States to interfere 
with the affairs of the new republic In 
case conditions of disorder should be 
found to prevail. 
Such recommends 
tion does not come as an expression of 
the views of the Filipinos; it is my 
own view of what would be desirable 
to secure a feeling of confidence and 
satisfaction on the part of all persons 
who have already invested money in 
tile Philippines or who contemplate do­ 
ing so in tile near future. 
But it is not right that independence 
itself should longer be delayed. 
By temperament, by experience, by 
financial ability, in every way, the 
11,000,000 Filipinos 
are 
entitled 
to 
be free from every government except 
of their own choice. 
They are intelli­ 
gent enough to decide for themselves. 
I {lave found the native Filipino of­ 
ficial to be honest, efficient and as ca­ 
pable of adminis»e ring executive posi­ 
tions as any men I have met anywhere 
in the world. 
These officials are today governing 
I JKX) 
municipalities 
and 
forty-two 
provinces, economically, efficiently and 
for the good of the entire people. They 
have a native congress, including many 
graduates of Yale, Princeton, Harvard 
and other American universities. Oth­ 
er members are graduates of Santo To­ 
mas and other Philippine universities, 
and in education and ability they com­ 
pare favorably with any I know. 
They have leaders like Speaker Os 
menu of tile House of Representatives 
and President Quezon of the Senate 
who would adorn any office. 
The Philippines are away ahead of 
the United States in successful govern­ 
ment ownership and operation of pub­ 
lic utilities.

EXPLORING THE AIR 


New Device May Be Capable of 
Reaching the Moon. 


Exploration of the Higher Levels of 
the Air Is Believed to Be Entirely 
Feasible. 


Washington.—A method of sending 
apparatus to the hitherto unreached 
higher layers of the air, to the regions 
beyond the earth’s atmosphere, and 
even as far as the moon itself, is de­ 
scribed by Prof. Robert TI. Goddard of 
Clark college In a recent publication 
for the 
Smithsonian 
institution 
at 
Washington. 
The new apparatus is a 
multiple-charge high efficiency rocket 
of an entirely new design. 
"The great scientific value of Pro­ 
fessor Goddard’s experiments,” says 
the announcement, “lies in the pos­ 
sibility of sending recording apparatus 
to moderate and extreme altitudes 
within the earth’s atmosphere. 
The 
nature of the higher levels of the air 
has for a long time been a subject of 
much speculation as to their ehemiea1 
composition, 
temperature, 
electrical 
nature. density, ozone contents etc. 
"The highest level that has ever 
been r e a c h e d up to the present time 
with recording instruments is about 
19 miles, accomplished with a free bal­ 
loon. 
As the earth’s atmosphere ex­ 
tends some 200 miles out, there is a 
great unknown region, knowledge of 
which would greatly benefit the science 
of meteorology. 
"The balloon with its recording ap­ 
paratus requires several hours to as­ 
cend to its highest altitude, drifts hori­ 
zontally for a considerable period of 
time and may come down at a great 
distance from its starting point. 
Its 
recovery by the sender depends on the 
chance of its descent being noticed 
and on the willingness of the finder 
to return it. 
Thus it may he days or 
before tile record taken is made 
available. 
“On the other hand, the new rocket 
apparatus would go straight up and 
come straight down, the whole opera­ 
tion probably consuming less than half 
an hour. Thus daily observations at 
any desired altitude for use in weather 
prediction could be easily taken. 
"The time of ascent of the rocket 
will be very short, only six and one- 
half minutes being required to carry 
the apparatus up 230 miles, somewhere 
near the outer limit of the earth’s at­ 
mosphere. 
The too rapid descent of 
the recording Instruments could easily 
be checked by the use of a small para­ 
chute. 
“Professor Goddard is at present, 
under a grant from the Smithsonian 
Institution, 
perfecting the reloading 
mechanism whereby successive charges 
are inserted in the explosion chamber 
during its upward flight, and it is 
hoped shortly to be able to demon­ 
strate the practicability and value of 
this new type of rocket.”
